A HIGHLY IMPORTANT COIN 

DEPICTING THE PHOENICIANS GIVING ALPHABET TO THE GREEKS 


Of the many great events in Greek history, perhaps the most significant occurred in the 8th Century B.C., when the Greeks acquired a written 
alphabet from the Phoenicians. Prior to this, the Greeks were illiterate, and without a written language, and all literature and history was preserved by 
oral tradition. It was this 'quantum leap’ that launched the Greeks on a cultural awakening that soon produced the masterpieces of literature, philosophy 
and art which continue to inspire humankind to the present day. 

Though late-starters by any reckoning, Greek culture (often described in terms of 'Mycenean” Greece and 'Minoan’ Crete) flourished during the 
Late Bronze Age, c. 1550-1100 B.C. With the destruction of these civilizations by the yet-unidentified 'Sea People,’ Greece sank into a Dark Age of 
about 350 years. However, in about 750 B.C. there was a cultural awakening throughout Greece. Art was no longer crudely geometric, international 
trade boomed, and with in came economic prosperity and knowledge of every sort. It was at this time that Homer’s The Iliad and The Odyssey were 
composed. Indeed, though these literary works the Greeks were looking back to their legendary Bronze Age for guidance as they built their new civi¬ 
lization. During this renaissance, an event of great importance occurred: the Greeks acquired and alphabet from the Phoenicians. Though written lan¬ 
guages had long been used by the peoples of the Near East and Egypt, it had never been used by the Greeks.* 

For the Greeks, this even existed on two levels - factual and mythological. The factuality is proven by the archaeologic. Record, and the mythologi¬ 
cal is preserved (appropriately enough) in the written record. According to that record, the alphabet was a gift from Cadmus (Kadmos), the eldest son of 
Agenor, the king of Tyre. Cadmus left Phoenicia on a mission to recover his sister, Europa, who had been abducted by Zeus. Though he failed to recov¬ 
er his sister, he followed instructions given by the oracle at Delphi, and founded a city later known as Thebes. Cadmus lived in Greece fo rthe remainder 
of his life, where he married Harmonia, the daughter of Ares and Aphrodite. Throughout his life, Cadmus mingled with both gods and morals, and was 
acknowledged as one of Greece’s most enlightened men. The cultural and technological advances attributed to him are numerous, and include the writ¬ 
ten language, agriculture, bronze-working, and (according to some source) 'sivilization in general.’ 

This 'first’ in Greek history is almost certainly represented on only one coin type, which was struck at the Phoenician city of Tyre, from whence 
Cadmus came. The type is known for Philip I 'the Arab’ (A.D. 244-249 and Gallienus (A.D. 253-268). The reverse bears an evocative scene: Cadmus 
hands a scroll (representing the alphabet) to the first in a procession of four togate Greeks. As if the design were not explicit enough, the exergual 
inscriptions HN and KA provide confirmation. The city of Tyre is identified by the peripheral inscription COL TVRO METR and by the murex shell in 
the field. 

These issues are excessively rare, with seemingly less than a handful known. Furthermore, this particular specimen, which came from a specialized 
collection of Tyrian coins, is far better preserved than the lone specimen of Gallienus in the British Museum catalog (see vol. XXV, p.293, no 488- illus 
Pl.XXXV, 1). 

* During the Early Bronze age, scripts known as Linear A and Linear B were used by the Greeks. These were not languages, but (much like cuneiform writing) 
were forms of'shorthand' etched onto clay tablets to record commercial transactions and bureaucratic acts. Their contents are limited to listings of objects, agricul¬ 
tural goods, people and farm animals. Neither Linear A nor Linear B were used for the frivolous ’ tasks of language, such as communication, literature and recording 
history.

Henry of Lancaster — great grandson to Henry III (1207-72) of 
England and great-great grandson of Louis VIII of France (1187- 
1226)— was awarded the coinage right by his cousin, Edward III of 
England in 1347.

He fought for England against France in the Hundred 
Years War, and was grandfather to both Henry IV of England

Papal medals began in the reign of Martin V (1417-31) and contin¬ 
ued until the dissolution of the Papal States in 1870. Two kinds of medals 
evolved; Annual Medals marked the year’s outstanding event, such as the 
coronation of a pope; Exceptional Medals marked a special event, such as an 
Ecumenical Council. In 1900, when Victor Emanuel III (1869-1947), a dedi¬ 
cated numismatist and author of the 20 volume Corpus Numorum 
Italicorum, became King of Italy he took care to preserve the series. The 
Rome mint produced official papal medals, despite frigid relations between 
the popes and the Government of Italy. 

Although the King abdicated in 1946, the designers he installed 
insured the survival of his classical and renaissance tastes. Avrelio Mistruzzi 
designed almost all papal medals and coins from 1929 to 1949, and he con¬ 
tinued to work at the mint till 1959. Pietro Giampoli succeeded Mistruzzi 
and emulated the spirit of the Renaissance in all his work. 

De Luca, author of Medagile papali, Papal Medals, 1903 - 1975, 
notes that the Rome mint also produces private emissions for the Vatican. 
These are all rare or scarce, and no catalog exists for them.
